Today, Graham struggles, 
Albano and the Valiants are 
feuding publicly, and 
Bockwinkel barely manages 
to retain his belt. From the 
best of times we’ve gone to 
the worst of times. 

In those glory days, | 
would have laughed at 
anyone who said I'd 
someday have to take 
Tommy Rich seriously. 
Now, this column mourns 
his championship.

was one of the most successful 
champions in the history of the 
sport. He defended the belt at 
least 15 times a month under 
the most difficult of circum- 
stances. Not only did Pedro have 
to battle the memory of Bruno 
Sammartino, but the absence of 
“The Living Legend’ also 
attracted some of the sport's 
most vicious rulebreakers in 
quest of what they figured to be 
an easy championship. Pedro 
Morales proved them all wrong. 

“| thought that nothing could 


be harder than working your 
way through the ranks for a title 
shot,’’ Pedro said searching for 
his drink. “You take a lot of 
lumps working your way up. But 
once you win that title, forget it. 
First of all, everybody wants you 
to defend the belt in their arena. 
You can't say no if you're reallya 
champion. Secondly, the 
dangers are extraordinary. Every 
thug in wrestling is gunning for 
you. Being champion was the 
best and worst thing that ever 
happened to me.” 

Pedro lost the title to Stan 
Stasiak in Philadelphia 
December 10, 1973. And since 
that time he has challenged for 
the WWF title only once, when 
Superstar Graham brought the 
belt to Florida. “Il won the match, 
but | didn’t win the title,” 
Morales recalled. “‘And you 
know Stu, I’m glad | didn’t. | had 
that urge to be champion again 
at the time, but I’m not sure | 
really had the desire needed to 
be a good champion.” 

One more pina’ colada and a 
lot more of Pedro's’ inner 
feelings began to emerge. “‘It’s 
coming back, man, | can feel it,” 
he proclaimed. “This place is 
great. The weather. My family. 
The best pina’ coladas 
anywhere, but I’m getting 
restless. I’m wrestling a lot, but 
there are no titles down here to 
shoot for.” 

Within a span of just a few 
minutes, Pedro's attitude 
seemed to change completely. 
I'm quite sure Pedro was talking 
and not the pina’ coladas. | can 
only hope so. The look in his eyes 
clearly showed me that despite 
living here in his apparent 
Shangri-la, something important 
was missing from his life. 

And | would not be at all 
surprised if he came back to the 
States and put up a serious 
challenge for one of the three 
major wrestling federation 
titles. In fact, | would be 
surprised if he didn't. O 
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genuine talent. He was friends 
with Greg Valentine, Ken 
Patera, and John Studd. Those 
are great men. All of them are 
great. They motivated me. 

“| was still living blind, as | call 
it, that period before Buddy and 
Ken showed me the light. | used 
to hate Flair and his kind. | was 
afraid of them, |.admit that now. 
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Like all scientific wrestlers, | 


had no courage. | was 
frightened of really messing 
around in the ring and going all 
out,” Snuka said, his voice a 
crashing wave of hostility. 
“Once Rogers taught me how 
to wrestle properly, | was on the 
right path. All that remained 
was my lighting the torch. That

is how Flair influenced me. He 
showed me how to wrestle and 
how to-win. Yes, winning is all 
that counts.

partners? Well, maybe he 
will change his mind in time,” 
Snuka said, shrugging. For a 
brief moment, regret crossed 
his face. It evaporated, as all 
decent emotions evaporate 
from this man’s face, quickly 
and without impact. 

As long as a demented mind 
slithers between the wrestling 
ropes, Ric Flair lives in danger. 
His past will be regurgitated into 
his present and discolor his 
future. No amount of apology or 
repentance can ever change 
what Ric Flair did. 

All we can hope to do is alter 
tomorrow. oO
